DOD  spending  in  major  prime  contracts 
creased  by  almost  $6  billion  during  the  first  three  quar- 
ters of  FY  67  compared  to  the  same  period  last  fiscal 
year. 

The  increase  from  $23  to  $28.7  billion  was  attributed 
for  the  most  part  to  Southeast  Asia  operations. 

The  largest  increase — $2.1  billion — was  for  aircraft, 
largely  fighter  and  cargo  planes  and  helicopters. 

Prime  contract  awards  for  naval  vessels  such  as 
escort  ships  and  landing  craft  was  up  $900  million,  as 
were  total  services,  mostly  for  air  and  sea  transporta- 
tion, which  increased  $800  million.

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Air  Force,  Navy  Officials  Issue 
Statement  Supporting  F-111  Aircraft 

Top  Air  Force  and  Navy  officials  have  restated  their 
views  about  the  capability  of  the  F-111  as  compared  to 
other  tactical  aircraft. 

In  response  to  questions,  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force 
Harold  Brown  and  Air  Force  Chief  of  Staff  Gen.  John 
P.  McConnell  issued  a joint  statement,  followed  by  a 
statement  by  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Paul  H.  Nitze. 

Air  Force  officials  said:  “The  F-111A  is  designed  to 
provide  an  all-weather  strike  potential  superior  to  that 
of  any  tactical  aircraft  in  the  world  today.  It  will  fly 
faster,  farther  and  carry  a greater  payload,  nuclear 
or  conventional,  with  an  unexcelled  capability  to  pene- 
trate sophisticated  enemy  defenses.” 

Secretary  Brown  and  General  McConnell  pointed  out 
that  the  operational  F-111A  will  provide  vitally-needed 
capabilities,  and  will  meet  the  military  requirements 
established  for  the  aircraft  at  the  inception  of  the 
program. 

The  F-111A  will  also  be  able  to  deploy  to  overseas 
areas  without  tanker  support  and  be  able  to  operate 
from  short,  semi-prepared  runways  with  a minimum 
of  support  facilities. 

Secretary  Nitze  explained  that  development  of  a 
system  as  complex  as  the  Navy’s  F-lllB/Phoenix  has 
produced  sizeable  engineering  problems. 

“I  continue  to  be  impressed  with  the  manner  in  which 
they  have  been  met  and  overcome,”  he  said. 

He  noted  that  changes  proposed  by  the  Navy,  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  are  being  imple- 
mented. Secretary  Nitze  said  the  changes,  “will  make 
the  F-111B  suitable  for  operation  from  our  first-line 
attack  carriers  and  will  give  it  the  capabilities  to  per- 
form its  mission.” 

Air  Force  Awards  Study  Contracts 
On  A-X  Close  Air  Support  Aircraft 

Air  Force  has  awarded  four  study  contracts  of  ap- 
proximately $232,500  each  for  preliminary  design  and 
other  studies  of  the  A-X  specialized  close  air  support 
aircraft. 

The  A-X  is  expected  to  be  cheaper  and  simpler  than 
the  A-7  Corsair  II,  but  with  capabilities  equal  to  or 
better  than  the  A-l  Skyraider.  It  was  explained  that 
the  A-X  performance  would  overlap  that  of  the  OV-10 
at  the  lower  end  of  its  capabilities,  and  the  A-7  at  the 
upper  end. 

The  new  aircraft,  it  was  noted,  should  be  able  to 
operate  from  medium-length  prepared  runways  at 
maximum  gross  weight,  or  from  short  airstrips  with 
a reduced  payload.  It  would  require  a moderately  high 
cruise  speed  for  quick  reaction  time  and  a low  speed 
necessary  for  attack  and  re-attack  agility.

Army  Unveils  Prototype 
Of  'Cheyenne'  Helicopter 

Army’s  “Cheyenne”  AH-56A,  a radically  new  winged 
combat  rotorcraft,  was  unveiled  on  schedule  at  a roll- 
out May  3 in  the  Van  Nuys  plant,  Lockheed-Califomia 
Company,  as  the  first  of  10  prototypes  the  firm  is  build- 
ing for  Aviation  Materiel  Command. 

“Cheyenne,”  according  to  DOD  announcement,  is 
designed  for  top  speed  exceeding  250  miles-per-hour, 
nearly  twice  that  of  current  combat  helicopters  in 
Vietnam.  It  will  escort  troop-carrying  helicopters  and 
be  used  to  direct  fire  support  missions. 

The  heavily  armed,  agile  aircraft,  will  be  able  to 
dash  suddenly  from  its  convoy  to  hover  and  fire  on  a 
surprise  target  and  then  return  to  its  escort  position. 

It  will  be  able  to  make  a complete  turn  in  a radius 
far  less  than  present  combat  helicopters  and  in  less 
time.  The  large,  bubble  canopy  gives  the  two-man 
crew  wide  visibility.  The  crew  is  protected  by  armor 
plate. 

The  crew  can  ferry  the  unloaded  aircraft  across  the 
United  States  nonstop.  It  can  be  ferried  across  the 
Pacific  Ocean  from  California,  with  fueling  stops  at 
Hawaii  and  Guam. 

AH-56A  is  one  of  the  first  major  weapons  systems 
originated  under  DOD’s  contract  definition  concept.

Japanese  Navy  Squadron 
To  Visit  United  States 

A Japanese  naval  squadron  with 
151  young  ensigns  aboard  four  de- 
stroyer-type vessels  will  pay  an  ex- 
tended “summer  cruise”  visit  this 
summer  and  fall  to  both  the  east  and 
west  coast  of  the  United  States. 

The  ensigns  are  capping  five  years 
of  schooling  with  visits  to  Annapolis 
and  New  York  City  in  August  and 
September. 

The  1,100  officers  and  men  under 
RAdm  Seizaburo  Hoshino  will  first 
visit  in  July  such  west  coast  ports  as 
Anchorage,  Alaska,  and  San  Diego, 
Calif. 

The  squadron,  from  Japan’s  Naval 
Defense  Self  Defense  Force,  also  will 
visit  other  ports  in  Canada,  the  Canal 
Zone,  Hawaii  and  Midway.
